FAKE DEATH 

Of an Arkansas Doctor Whose 
Widow Collects Insurance. 

Division of Money Unearths 
the Well Executed 
Scheme. 

I.title Rock, Aik , Aug. is.,— The 
biggest stnaatlon ever sprung lu this 
State ar section ot the country w >- 
developed to-day when several lift- 
insurance com.tnies garnished the 
German National bank for funds al- 
leged to be in the bank to tUe credit 
ot Mrs. Ethel Lightle, ot Searcy 
whose husband was thought to be 
deal. The companies entered suit 
several days ago foi the return of tin- 
money paid Mrs Light le on tlie'dc at 1 
ot her husband. 

Several months ago tlip people i f 
this State were horrified to hear that 
Dr. R. G. Lightle, one of the most 
prominent physicians of Searcy had 
been burned to a crisp in his stable 
It was stated and so returned by the 
corner’s inquest that he had gone to 
the Stable to fill a coal oil lamp and 
by some means the lamp exploited 
aud Dr. Lightle was burned beyond 
recogratton. Fragments of bones 
were recovered and buried In the city 
cemetery, the funeral being the larg- 
est witnessed in Searcy for many 
years. Dr. Lightle carried $21,000 
insurance on his life which was paid 
to his widow. 

The identity ot the body was es- 
tablished to the satisfaction of every- 
body and the Insurance was paid Inst 
May. A few days ago S M. Powell, of 
Little Rock, general agent ot the 
Metropolitan Lite Insurance company 
came into possession of rumors which 
led him to make a thorough in vest :g i- 
tion. It was stated that the bones 
found in the stable were from the body 
of a man named Pitts, who had died 
a few months before. Saturday night 
parties opened the grave and found 
that the coffin was empty. Pitt’s body 
bad been stolen. The first knowledge 
Mrs. Lightle had that her huslnnd 
was not dead was a few days ago when 
the two men who took part in the 
conspiracy called upon her for their 
share of the insurance money. They 
told her for the first time that her 
husband was alive and told her where 
to send the money. The division of 
the money was the direct cause of he 
exposure.

ducks dive and sport in the water, 
doves circle and dive in the air as if 
escaping from a hawk, birds pursue 
and dodge each other in the same 
wav, bears wrestle and box, chick- 
ens have mimic battles, colts run 
and leap, fawns probably do tlie 
same thing, squirrels play some- 
thing like a game of tag in the trees, 
Iambs butt one another and skip 
about the rocks, and so on. 

In fact, nearly all play, including 
much of that of man. takes the form 
of mock battle and is to that extent 
an education for the future. Among 
the carnivora it takes also the form 
of the chase. Its spring and mo- 
tive are, of course, pleasure and not 
education, herein again revealing 
the cunning of nature — the power 
that conceals purposes of its own in 
our most thoughtless acts. The cat 
and the kitten play with the live 
mouse not to indulge the sense of 
cruelty, a# some have supposed, but 
to indulge in the pleasure of the 
chase and of capture and uncon- 
sciously to practice this feat. The 
cat rarely plavs with a live bird, 
because the recapture would be more 
difficult and might fail. What fish- 
ermen would not like to capture his 
big fish over and over again if he 
could be sure of doing it, not from 
cruelty, but for the pleasure of prac- 
ticing his art? — John Burroughs in 
Century.
